WE JUST CAN'T DO IT 

Hon. G. Howard Ferguson, high com- 
missioner for Canada at London, says he 
wishes Canadians were buying more Brit- 
ish goods. Most Canadians wish the same 
thing, and 80 do the people in Great Brit- 
ain. But wishing will not bring it to pass. 

Mr. Ferguson should tell his grief to his 
friends at Ottawa; who do not want Can- 
adians to do any such thing, do not intend 
that they shall do it, and have hoisted the 
tariff to levels which very effectively pre- 
vent them doing it. 

Unless he can intercede to some effect 
in that quarter, it won't really accomplish 
much if anything though the high com- 
missioner sigh audibly and often from the 
public platforms over the paucity of our 
purchases in Britain. Canadians are frank- 
ly sentimental about this business of buy- 
ing in Britain. But there is a limit to what 
the best of sentiment can do. And one 
thing it cannot do is enable Canadians to 
pay 110 per cent tariff charges on British 
textiles. 

That, Mr. Ferguson, is one thing Canad- 
jans cannot do, even to stop the lamenta- 
tions of our embarrassed high commis- 
sioner at London. 


CANADIAN MINES BENEFIT 

Gold made a new all-time high record in 
London on Tuesday, when it was worth 
134 shillings cight pence per fine ounce. 
In Canadian money it was worth $32.83 
per fine ounce in London. 

That is good news for the gold-miners, 
owners of gold-mine stock, and business 
interests which are connected with mining 
operations. That industry profits when the 
price of gold goes up, as the farmer profits 
when the price of wheat goes up. Gold, 
from the miner's standpoint, is only a 
commodity, and the higher the price the 
more of other commcdities he can get for 
it. It is other commodities, not gold, that 
the gold-miner wants, and that everyone 
else wants. 

Canada last year was the second largest 
gold-producing country in the world. This 
year it may take first place among the 
producers. Estimates have been made that 
the year’s production in the Dominion may 
run to $100,000,000. The figure last year 
was $63,000,000. The rise in price will 
hoist the total value of the output, per- 
haps faster than increased weight of the 
metal taken from the mimnes. 

New York explains that Europe’s “gold 

* bloc’’countries are buying gold to hoard it. 
Probably against the day when the ex- 
pected war will break there. Gold, France 
and its money allies still think, is their 
first line of defence on the economic front. 
It is to be hoped they will never need it 
for the purpose they apprehend; but that 
they will keep on buying merrily. 


DEFLATION STRIKES 
Men employed in the running trades on 
the railways gave authority to their or- 
ganization chiefs to call a strike if that is 
the only way to prevent the further cut in 
their pay that has been announced. Wig- 
nipeg street railway men voted to refuse 
@ wage-cut proposed by a board of con- 
ciliation. 
It used to be said strikes were signs of 
times; that men “went out” when 
iness was brisk and the cost of living 
going up, to enforce demands for more 
pay. These prospective strikes are dif- 
ferent. They are not aimed to raise pay, 
but to prevent it being further reduced. 
Their purpose is defensive, not offensive. 
Fear of losing their jobs and being re- 
placed by men who are out of work is all 
that prevents men in a thousand enter- 
prises across Canada taking similar steps, 
to prevent reductions in pay, or to enforce 
the restoration of former rates. The atti- 
| tude of the railwaymen is typical of that 
} of wage and salary earners all over the 
| country. The railwaymen are not on the 
aggressive. They are making a stand 
against the further slashing of their earn- 
. And in that stand ey have the 
hearted sympathy of men every- 
where who depend upon wages and salar- 
ies for their living.

The em- 
ployer has not, in the great majority of 
cases, been responsible for that. It was

could not control. For him, in most in- 
stances, it was a matter of cutting pa; or 
closing up shup. And employees have met 
the unwelcome cuts in a remarkable spirit 
of consideration and patience. Practically 
there have been no deflation strikes in 
Canada thus far. 

But there is a limit beyond which en- 
durance cannot be expected. The cost of 
living is no longer going down. It is static, 
if not actually rising. To demand that 
pay must keep on going down when the 
reduction is not matched by a correspond- 
ing drop in the cost of living, simply 
means that the family of the wage or 
salary earner must accept even a poorer 
scale of living than they have put up with 
since the depression came along. Men 
will not submit to that unless they have to. 

The Government of Canada should 
resolutely set its face against any further 
downward scaling of wages and salaries. 
That is in the interests of employers, 
quite as much as that of employees; and 
in the interests of industrial peace, beyond 
doubt. If, as Ottawa says insistently, we 
have “touched bottom” and may look for 
a gradual improvement in conditions, then 
it should be accepted that wages have 
“touched bottom”. Directly the Govern- 
ment cannot dictate to emplovers, and 
does not need to. But its influence is pow- 
erful and should be exerted to prevent an 
epidemic of deflation strikes. 

And in the case of the railways the 
Government could call off the threatened 
pay-cut and avert the threatened strike 
over-night.

Elated at the sutcess which attended their 
efforts to enforce their demand for a cent a pound 
minimum for apples accepted by the shippers, the 
Okanagan Valley apple growers have followed it 
up by appointing a Vigilance corps of “peérsuaders,” 
to see that no shipper breaks the rules laid down 
by the stabilization board. A legal luminary who 
now grows fruit for a living presided at the meet- 
ing at which the “persuaders” were appointed. He 
said that while he decried the use of force a group 
of gentle persuaders might be useful.

The French government recently decided to 
hold a lottery to help balance the budget. The first 
prize was five million francs (about $300,000 at pre- 
sent exchange rates). And was the lottery a suc- 
cess from the government's point of view? Mobs 
lined up early in the morning in front of the tax 
bureaus, banks, tobacco shops and other places 
where the tickets were to be purchased. Every 
ticket was snapped up.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


POOR APPETITE 
Loss of appetite is usually the first symptom 
of sickness to appear and is also one of the most 
common symptoms we have. In many cases it is 
present a great déal of the time and the patient 


loss of weight. 


that bothers a patient a great 
deal and is frequently the first 
one he describes to the doctor. 
As he says, “I don't enjoy my 
meals.” Many mothers ‘com- 
plain that their children suffer 
from it. When the child won't 
eat this causes the mother s0 
much distress that she takes 
him to a doctor to be examined. 
About one-fourth of all children 
Dr. F. McCoy examined by doctors are 
brought in on account of lack of appetite. 

The medical term for loss of appetite is anorexia 
and this symptom not only appears alone but may 
also appear in a hundred and one disorders. The 
average doctor writes down this one symptom on 
his case histories many times each day. The causes 
of poor appetites are many but the chief cause is 
a clogging of the body with waste. This clogging 
process may follow eating too much food, using 
wrong combinations of food, or using a lop-sided 
diet. For example, children who eat too much candy 
and other sweets lose their appetite for simple, 
everyday foods. Or the cause may arise in a lack 
of elimination in which case the system is poisoned 
with its own waste materials. 

Loss of appetite is frequently found in acute dis- 
orders, such as colds, measules, or influenza, espe- 
cially in those accompanied by fever. In fact, a 
high fever is always associated with no desire to 
cat. It is also present in many chronic disorders. 
When you loge all appetite you should realize that 
che body simply does not require food. The com- 
mon-sense thing to do is to follow ature’s hint and 
stop eating. e 

Some of the diseases in which poor appetite is 
common are: stomach troubles, “sick” gall-bladder, 
chronic throat catarrh, appendicitis, liver disorders, 
colitis, tuberculosis, anemia, auto-intoxication and 
prolapsus. Severe headache may be sufficient to 
cause loss of appetite. 

A further cause is emotional strain and no de- 
sire for food may be felt for several hours after 
Temporary loss of 
appetite is present when you are very tired and in 
such a case you should rest before eating. 

Other symptoms often found at the same time 
are coated tongue, bad breath, biliousness, nausea 
and weakness, although they are not always noted 
with every case of poor appetite. 

When a patient complains of lack of appetite it 
is because he realizes instinctively that he really 
should enjoy his food. A truly healthy person has 
such a good appetite that he looks forward to every

IN PAY 
Editor Bulletin: The main | 


grievance of the single unemploy- 
ed men is so evident that you will 
forgive the use of your columns 
in making a suggestion that may 
in some measure help to make 
some solve the difficulty. 

The camp life is not the objec- 
tion, as the men are not slave 
driven, but are very comfortably 
housed, fed, and generally cared 
for, but the absurd rate of pay 
more often than not leaves them 
in a worse financial condition at 
the finish of six months than at 
the commencement. 

This is the suggestion. That 
the rate of pay shall be progress- 
ive to commence say $7.50 for 
the first month to be increased 
by the sum of $2.50 each for six 
months making a total for the six 
months of $82.50.

Dr. Ower Finds Spain Qu'et and 
Interested in Bullfighting—Mar- 
garet Kinney Back—Dr. Coar is 
Guest of Chancellor Hitler— 

Waunieta Initiation. 

Dr. J. J. Ower, head of the Path- 
ological Department of the Univer- 
sity, who spent some months in 
Spain this summer cngaged in in- 
teresting work, has recently re- 
turned. Dr. Ower was in residence 
at the University of Madrid where 
he took a language course and 
worked for two months with about 
fifty other students at the cancer 
institute on the campus there, in- 
vestigating certain types of brain 
tumors. A technique involving gold 
and silver staining in the diagnoci 
of cancer is employed with great 
tuecess by doctors there and this 
technique, Dr. Ower hopes, will, if 
fuccessful here. be a great help in 
ciagnosing cancer in the early 
stages. 

In comparison with the “free and 
casy-going” ways of western unit- 
versity students, Dr. Ower said he 
found the Spanish students reserv- 
ed and reticent, though always 
helpful and courteous when ap- 
proached. The families too, seem- 
cd to have an individuality all 
their own and did little entertain- 
ing. Co-education is practically 
unknown in Spanish universities, 
for the women seem to lead the 
secluded life typical of older Eur- 
opean countries. 

Dr. Ower toured about the coast 
after completing his studies and 
said he found the country quiet pol- 
itically, and travelling cheap. Bull- 
fighting is as popular as ever but 
is beginning to be rivalled by foot- 
ball, which seems to be very much 
in vogue and is played everywhere

Bennett Coincidentally will 
| Discuss Conditions in 
Touring Campaign 

OTTAWA, Oct. 5.—Reasons for 
the opinion Canada i. now on the 
road to recovery are set forth in a 
statement with which Prime Minis- 
ter R. B. Bonnett will aunch the 
campaign in connection with the 
| refunding loan which will be offered ! 
| to the public on Oct. 10 
| Official announcement was made 
yesterday that the.loan would be 
opened on Tuesday next but the 
terms and interest rates will not be 
made known until later. 

The loan, which it is believed will | 
be limited to $225,000,000, to provide | 
for the redemption of maturing 
securities, wil be discribed in detail 
by Mr. Bennett and Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes, minister of finance. Mr. 
Bennett will speak from Winnipeg 
Monday night. 

“With due precaution against un- 
warranted opinion I think I may 
say that in Canada we are now on 


the road to recovery,” the Prime 
Minister declares. 
“The events of the past six 


months appear to demonstrate with 
increasing clarity that the down- 
ward trend has come to a definite 
stop and that an upward trend is 
now in progress.”

NOT SO WISE AFTER ALL 

“I used to have a positfve rever- 
ence for bankers. I used to think 
they were sort of supermen, 
super-humen knowledge and wis- 
dom and conservatism. In fact, I 
used to go into a bank on my tip- 
toes, and with my hat off, and my 
cyes cast down, as if I were going 
into a church, or something,” ‘he | 
said. 

“But now I have reluctantly come | 
to the conclusion that all bankers 
are not quite as wise and as con- 
servative and as good and pure as 
I had thought. I have learned that | 
some of them put the money of 
widows and orphans—trust funds— 
into worthless securitic. which} 
these same bankers were respon- | 
sible for issuing. 

“IT have learned that some of them 
were fiscal agents for foreign pow- 
crs, and placed the _ interests of 
those foreign powers above the in- 
terests of their own country. 

“And I have learned that some 
bankers did not even know enough | 
to care intelligently for their own 
interests, and did not realize that 
the interests of the banks could 
best be promoted by the general | 
prosperity of the country.

Coal and Steel Centers See 
Riot Outbursts—Troops 
Called In 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Outbreaks 


of violence piled further troubles 
on several industrial sectors of the 
United States Wednesday. 

One man was killed, two shot 
others were beaten and bombs ex- 
ploded in flareups of labor contro- 
versies. The death occurred near 
Sullivan, Ind, where coal miners 
are on strike. A picket was run 
down by an automobile seeking to 
get through crowds. 

Two men were critically hurt— 
one shot in the stomach—and others 
clubbed in a clash between pickets 
and workers at the Spangchalfant 
steel plant, Ambridge, Pa. Nearly 
two-thirds of the 75,000 striking coal 
miners in western Pennsylvania 
fields have disregarded orders of 
their union and pleas of federal and 
state officials to return to work, 
claiming their organization has not 
been recognized by employers. * 

A mob of 300 jeering pickets went 
into battle with 100 men attempting 
to get to work at Ambridge. Deputy 
sheriffs at the mine entrance open- 
ed fire and laid down a barrage of 
tear gas to quell the riot. 

From Washington, Pa., came an- 
nouncement that mounted state 
troopers would be on hand today 
to protect miners wishing to retturn 
to work in the Burgettstown and 
Avella district. 

The southern Illinois mine fields 
.—long an intermittent vortex of 
violence between contending union 
factions—again saw national troops 
ordered to be ready for intervent- 
jon. The orders came after six 
homes were bombed and one man 
wounded.
